Chapter 4, Article 9, Section 116650 of Part 12 of Division 104 of the California
Health and Safety Code (CHSC), authorizes the issuance of a citation for failure to
comply with a requirement of Chapter 4 (California Safe Drinking Water Act), or any

regulation, standard, permit or order issued thereunder.

Applicable Authorities

Section 116650 of the CHSC states in relevant part:

(a) If the department determines that a public water system is in violation of
this chapter or any regulation, permit, standard, citation, or order issued or

“adopted thereunder, the department may issue a citation to the public water
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system. The citation shall be served upon the public water system personally .
or by certified mail. Service shall be deemed effective as of the date of
personal service or the date of receipt of the certified mail. If a person to
whom a citation is directed refuses to accept delivery of the certified mail, the

date of service shall be deemed to be the date of mailing.

- (b) Each citation shall be in writing and shall describe the nature of the |-

violation or violations, including a reference to the statutory provision,

standard, order, citation, permit, or regulation alleged to have been violated. - - |

- (c) A citation may specify a date for elimination or correction of the condition

constituting the violation.

(d) A citation may include the assessment of a penalty as sp?cified in

subdivision (e)..

(e) The department may assess a penalty in an amount not to exceed one
thousand dollars ($1,000) per day for each day that a violation occurred, and

for each day.that a violation continues to occur.. A separate penalty may be | .

~ assessed for each violation.

California Code of Regulations (CCR), Section 64423 states in relevant part:.

Coliform Monitoring Requirements Not Met for
Weott Community Services District — (October 2012)

Our water system failed to test the drinking water for coliform bacteria during October 2012. Even
though this failure was not an emergency, as our customers, you have a right to know what happened,
what you should do, and what we did to correct this situation.

What happened?

We are required to monitor your drinking water for specific contaminants on a regular basis. Results of
regular monitoring are an indicator of whether or not our drinking water meets health standards. During
October 2012, we did not monitor or test for total coliform and therefore, cannot be sure of the quality of
our drinking water during that time. :

Coliform are bacteria that are naturally present in the environment and are used as an indicator that other,
potentially harmful, bacteria may be present. Coliform bacteria are indicators of potential contamination
and may originate from human, animal, or soil sources. If the coliform standards are met, the water
served can be considered safe from bacteria. If they are not met, drinking the water may not necessarily
result in illness, but that possibility exists. Routine and follow up sampling are important to periodically.
verify the water quality. : .

What should you do?

There is nothing you need to do at this time. This is not an emergency. If you have other health issues
concerning the consumption of this water, you may wish to consult your doctor. - :
